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Remarks 


The figure* ot birth* and death* shown in this statement 
for week ending the 25th July, 19B3, relate to 189 
towns with an estimated population of 24,422 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 296 and their population is 36,140 
thousands. Thus 64% of the total number of towns 
representing 68% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of the births and deaths reoorded 
in these towns were 16,014 and 8,126 representing birth 
and death rates of 34' 1 and 17 '3 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A d C). — The data here relate to 174 
towns with an estimated population of 22,114 thousands. 
Information about Ajmer, Bihar and West Bengal could not 
be included. The total number of towns is 250 and 
their population is 30,790 thousands. Thus 70% of the 
total number of towns representing 72% of the total popula- 
tion is covered. The numbers of births and deaths reoorded 
in these towns were H,988 and 7,522 representing birth 
and death rates of 35*2 and 17*7 per thousand of 
mpulation respectively. The table at the end gives the 
position by States. 


Pandharpur in Bombay and Chanda in Madhya 
Pradesh were the only towns, which recorded high death 
rates of 88*7 and 58 • 2 respectively per thousand of popu- 
lation. In Pandharpur the high death rate was to a 
considerable extent due to deaths from respiratory diseases, 
dysentery and diarrhoea, fevers and oholora. In Chanda 
the high death rate was mainly due to deaths from Cholera. 


(B) Stott* (Port B), — The data here relate to 15 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,308 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 46 and their population Is 5,350 thou- 
sands. Thus 33% of total number of towns representing 
43% of total population is oovered. The numbers of 
births and deaths reoorded In these towns wore 1,048 and 
604 representing birth and death rates of 23 6 and 13*6 
per thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 50 or over 
per thousand of population.
